A COMBINATION to a safe must be worked in it* proper order. 
Get the number* out of order and the combination is useless. 
The proper order is an absolute and unquestioned essential in 
opening such a safe. 
That is precisely true ai God’i way of religion It is proper and 
right lo seek -ome of the things of this life — health, happiness 
and friends. But God demands that we “ seek first the kingdom 
of God and his righteousness” (Matt. 6;33). It is a mortal error to 
put other things before the kingdom. 
“ Thou shalt have no other gods before me,” is a plain declara 
tion that the proper order of things must be observed. God is al­ 
ways first. To place him secondary is to destroy all chance of 
reaching the treasurers of heaven, 
It is unfortunate that rienominationalism has mixed up the 
divine order so that it has bewildered and defeated thousands of 
.sincere seekers for glory. 
For instance, churches today commonly teach that 
man 
makes his confession after he is saved, and upon such an ac­ 
knowledgment is permitted to join the chufch 
But the Bible 
order is exactly the opposite: “ With the mouth confession is 
made unto salvation” (Rom. 10:10). It is a plain reversal of the 
order. 
It is taught today that a man is saved before he is baptized, 
but the Bible declares that the order is: “ He that believeth and 
is baptized shall be saved" (Mk. 16:16). Instead of salvation be­ 
ing the condition of baptism a* men teach today, the Bible makes 
baptism a condition of salvation. The order is plain, but men 
mix it up. 
Another reversal of the divine order is in teaching that one 
cannot fall from grace. Paul warns, “ Let him that thinketh he 
standeth take heed lest he fall” (I Cor. 10:12), He further warns: 
“ Let us fear therefore, lest haply, a promise being left of enter 
ing into his rest, any one of you should seem to have come short 
of it” (Hob. 4:1).

Arra y s of figures, in genera l reflecting 
deposit declines, are used by the Post Of­ 
fice Depa rtment, the Trea sury anc! the 
Controller Genera l as a rguments for abol­ 
ishment of the postal sa v ings sy stem. Ad­ 
ministration officials sa y the sy stem is no 
longer needed to meet the people’s needs. 
More interesting than sta tistics are the 
rea sons which ha v e prompted millions to 
turn to other forms of inv estment. 
The postal sa v ings sy stem wa s esta b­ 
lished in 19 13. la rgely as a result of the fi­ 
na ncia l panic of 19 07. which produced dis­ 
trust of banks. Federa l gua ra ntee of bank 
deposits ha s elimina ted that distrust. And 
for those who still prefer direct gov ern­ 
ment obliga tions there are the E. Series 
sa v ings bonds. 
Another reason for setting up the sy stem 
wa s that ma ny sma ll town residents and 
fa rmers had no conv enient banking facili­ 
ties. The crossroa ds genera l store, where 
postal sa v ings certifica tes could be pur­ 
cha sed in denomina tions a s low a s SI. of­ 
fered a needed serv ice. Good roads to town 
ha v e cha nged all that. 
Cha nging customs now lea v e the Post 
Office Depa rtment with the prospect of op­ 


erating the service at a 
loss. For that rea ­ 
son. if no other, the tim e probably 
is at 
hand to legislate the sy stem — a facility 
th a t for two generations w as the fiscal re ­ 
liance ot millions—out of ex istence. 


Increased Crime 


E a s y money , the dole in its various m a n­ 
ifestations—these a re two of the elem ents 
that have com bined to crea te the greatest 
crim e w ave in the history of this nation. 
People a re being m urd e re d today with an 
abandon that w as never present in any for­ 
m e r w ave of v iolent crime.

P e rh a p s it is tim e to call the cops off 
their parking-ticket beats and put them 
back to work nabbing m urd ers, rapists and 
stickup men. That, after all, w as the

inal function of police forces.
